MEXICO CITY I The swine flu epidemic spread 
deeper into the United States, Europe and 
Latin America — and in Canada, back to 
pigs — even as Mexico’s health chief hinted 
Sunday it may soon be time to reopen busi- 
nesses and schools in the nation where the 
outbreak likely began. 

The virus spread to Colombia in the 
first confirmed case in South America, 
worrisome because flu season is about to 
begin in the Southern Hemisphere. More 


cases were confirmed in Europe and North 
America; the World Health Organization 
said at least 787 people have been sickened 
worldwide. 

Dr. Richard Besser, acting chief of the 
U.S. Centers for Disease Control and Pre- 
vention, said swine flu is spreading just as 
easily as regular winter flu, with 226 con- 
firmed cases in 30 U.S. states. 

“The good news is when we look at this 
virus right now, were not seeing some of 


the things in the virus 
that have been associat- 
ed in the past with more 
severe flu,” Besser said. 
“That’s encouraging, but 
it doesn’t mean we’re out 
of the woods yet.” 

Mexican Health Secre- 
tary Jose Angel Cordova 
said the virus that has killed 19 people in 
Mexico and sickened at least 506 apparently 
has peaked. “The evolution of the epidemic is 
now in its declining phase,” he said, (ap)

WAS H I N G T 0 N I Awaiting President 
Barack Obama’s first Supreme 
Court pick, activists expect a less- 
spirited nomination battle than 
would have been anticipated if a 
conservative justice had stepped 
down or Democrats held a slim- 
mer edge in the Senate. 

Retiring Justice David H. 
Souter is part of the court’s lib- 
eral wing, and his replacement 
by a Democratic administration 
probably won’t change the ideo- 
logical balance. 

With Democrats holding a 
nearly filibuster-proof margin in 
the Senate, the confirmation pro- 
cess maybe noisy.

“Obama’s own record and rhet-

admitted his relationship with 
Rielle Hunter in August. 

“I am confident that no funds 
from my campaign were used 


improperly,” Edwards said in the 
statement. 

His political action committee 
paid Hunter’s firm $100,000 for 
video production in a four-month 
span in 2006, and then paid an 
additional $14,086.50 on April 
1, 2007. At the time, the PAC only 
had $7,932.95 in cash on hand, 
according to records filed with the 
Federal Election Commission. 

That same day, according to 
the records, Edwards’ presidential 
campaign paid the PAC $14,034.61 
for what is listed as a “furniture 
purchase.” 

U.S. Attorney George Holding 
has declined to comment and said 
he won’t confirm or deny an inves- 
tigation.

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Icon of Conservatism Dies

WASHINGTON I Jack Kemp, the 
ex- quarterback, congressman, 
one-time vice-presidential nomi- 
nee and self-described “bleeding- 
heart conservative,” died Saturday. 
He was 73. 

Kemp died after a lengthy ill- 
ness, according to spokeswom- 
an Bona Park. Kemp’s office 
announced in January that he had 
been diagnosed with an unspeci- 
fied type of cancer. 

Kemp, a former quarterback 
for the Buffalo Bills, represented 
western New York for nine terms 
in Congress, leaving the House for 
an unsuccessful presidential bid in 
1988. Eight years later, after serv- 
ing a term as President George 
H.W. Bush’s housing secretary, he 
made it onto the national ticket as 
Bob Dole’s running-mate. 

With that loss, the Republican 
bowed out of political office, but not 
out of politics. In speaking engage- 
ments and a syndicated column, he 
continued to advocate for the tax 
reform and supply-side policies — 
the idea that the more taxes are cut, 
the more the economy will grow — 


that he pioneered. 

Edwin J. Feulner, president of 
the Heritage Foundation, a Kemp 
family friend and his former cam- 
paign deputy chief of staff, said 
Kemp’s legacy will be his com- 
passion. 

“Freedom is for everybody. 
That’s what Jack Kemp really 
stood for,” he said. 

Through his political life, 
Kemp’s positions spanned the 
social spectrum: He opposed abor- 


tion and supported school prayer, 
yet appealed to liberals with his 
outreach toward minorities and 
compassion for the poor. 

During his football career, 
Kemp led Buffalo to the 1964 and 
1965 AFL Championships, and 
won the league’s most valuable 
player award in 1965. He co-found- 
ed the AFL Players Association 
in 1964 and was elected presi- 
dent of the union for five terms.

CAIRO I Egyptian police and 
armored cars charged into a crowd 
of a 1,000 irate pig farmers armed 
with stones and bottles, leaving 
12 people injured as residents of 
a Cairo slum resisted government 
efforts to slaughter the nation’s pigs 
to guard against swine flu. 

Cairo security chief Maj. 
Gen. Ismail Shaer said 14 people 
were arrested. Seven police were 
among the injured in the clashes 
with largely Christian garbage 
collectors who raise pigs on the 
refuse and live in the teeming 
slums of Manishyet Nasr outside 
the capital. 

The farmers blocked the road 
leading to their pig pens and hurled 
rocks and bottles at police, who 
responded by charging them with 
armored cars and firing tear gas. 
About 200 policemen, backed by a 
half dozen police trucks, then sur- 
rounded the neighborhood. 

Egypt last week ordered the 
slaughter of all of the country’s 



300,000 pigs, even though no 
cases of swine flu have been 
reported in the country. The World 
Health Organization has said the 
move was unnecessary because 
the virus is being spread through

KATMANDU, NEPAL I NepaPsprime 
minister fired army chief Rook- 
mangud Katawal Sunday after 
a struggle over admitting former 
Maoist rebel fighters to the mili- 
tary, sparking protests and jeop- 
ardizing the country’s first elected 
government. 

President Ram Baran Yadav 
rejected the government decision 
and told the army chief to continue 
in his position, calling the sacking 
unconstitutional. 

The president’s orders have fur- 



ther deepened the crisis. 

Since Nepal’s centuries-old 
monarchy was abolished last year, 
the position of president was creat- 
ed and Yadav was the first elected 
to the office. The army is officially 


under the command of the presi- 
dent, not the prime minister. 

However, since the country’s 
constitution is being rewritten, 
many things are unclear, includ- 
ing who has the power to fire the 
army chief. 

The chief’s dismissal prompt- 
ed a key political party to with- 
draw from the ruling coalition 
and frayed already tense relations 
between the government, dominat- 
ed by former Maoist rebels, and the 
military they long fought. 

Thousands of demonstrators 
filled Katmandu’s streets Sun- 
day, some to support the Maoist 
government and others to protest.

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I Year Later, Quake Haunts China 


Parents believe flimsy 
school buildings led to 
many students’ deaths 

QUSHAN TOWN, CHINA | Two things 
still haunt Wang Bin a year after an 
earthquake decimated his village: 
the death of his teenage son and 
a purchase he made more than a 
decade earlier. 

He bought the bricks and two 
tons of cement in 1995 for a low 
price from a contractor who said 
they were extra material from a 
school construction project. 

It was only after the quake 
devastated Sichuan province last 
May 12 that it hit the laborer.

“That material was actually 
meant for the school,” Wang said at 
his temporary home near the ruins 
of Beichuan Middle School. 

He and other parents say the 
contractor sold them the material 
for personal profit and skimped on 
building the school. Hundreds of 


students, including Wang’s son, 
died when the school collapsed. 

One year after China’s biggest 
quake in three decades, reconstruc- 
tion is moving full speed ahead. But 
one question remains: Why did 
almost 7,000 classrooms collapse 
— killing thousands of students — 
when many buildings around them 
remained standing? 

He Xiaogang, an engineering 
expert who was on a team of gov- 
ernment investigators that visited 
quake sites, said the sheer power of 
the earthquake is to blame. 

But an assessment by American 
engineering experts who visited 
the quake site last August with 
Chinese counterparts said many 
of the school buildings were non- 
reinforced structures that had been 
outlawed after another quake near 
Beijing in 1975. audra ang (ap)

“When I initially started to 
think about this thing, I was 
thinking about this kiddy stuff, “ 
Marley said, breaking into a sing- 
song scat of “This Old Man.” “But I 
started talking to [producer] Don 
[Was] and [we decided] it had to 
be ... real music that the kids will 
enjoy but that the parents will 
enjoy also.” 

That’s the way it works in Mar- 


ley’s house, too. He and his young- 
est kids — 1-year- old Gideon and 
3 -year-old Judah, who sings on 
the title track and gave her dad 
instant feedback on his composi- 
tions throughout the recording — 
listen to what Marley calls “regu- 
lar” music. 

“Them like regular reggae 
music — like my father’s stuff — 
just regular,” he said. “They’re into 
real music.” 

While Marley skipped the “Old 
MacDonald” covers, he does inter- 
pret some traditional tunes, such 


as the Caribbean folk song “Hold 
’Em Joe” and the Woody Guthrie- 
inspired “This Train” (with Willie 
Nelson). The latter tune is a gos- 
pel plea, but Marley personalizes 
it with these words: “When I was 
just a kid / my daddy used to sing 
this song / Now I’ve grown to be 
a man / and it lingers deep with- 
in my soul.” It’s a heartbreaking 
lyric since Bob Marley died in 1981 
when Ziggy was just 12. 

“He hasn’t been here physically, 
but trust me, brother: My father is 
still a part of my life,” Marley said 


other day — at least. We all miss 
him, and the physical side of it, 
we wish he was here with us. But 
we have to understand that life is 
more than even what [were aware 
of]. ...
